Thieu and Kissinger met for more 
than two hours and aides said they 
would meet again Friday before 
Kissinger flies to Washington to 
report to President Nixon.

An Air Force spokesman has 
confirmed that six high-salaried 
civil service employes are working 
as produce handlers or at other 
menial jobs at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base — and earning as much 
as $24,888 for a 40-hour week. 


In a statement issued yesterday, 
Capt. Roy Cunningham, chief of 
information said the six employes 
worked at the menial jobs but 
retained the high pay of their 
former positions to meet federal 
civil service requirements. 


Six professional and technical 
employes were reassigned to semi­ 
skilled jobs in the commissary as a 
result of a recent reduction in force 
at Vandenberg,” Cunningham said 
in his statement. “ The U.S. Civil 
Service Commission requires that ar. 
employe demoted through no fault 
of his own must suffer no loss of pay 
for two years after his demotion. 
“Vandenberg 
and 
all 
federal 
facilities are bound by this civil 
service 
requirement. 
The

m ust 
th e re fo re 


continue to be paid their present 
salaries for the next two years. ” 
Cunningham 
said 
one of 
the 
employes was receiving $24,888 a 
year for his services as a stock 
handler in the commissary — or 
$11.97 an hour. 
The issue came to light this week 
as a result of an investigation in July 
by Charles M. Seeger, district 
representative 
of 
Congressman 
Charles M. Teague. 
In a memorandum to Teague 
written on Aug. 11, Seeger concedes 
that 
civil 
service 
regulations 
require the employment of the 
employes at their former salaries 
even though they are assigned 
menial jobs, but concluded: “The 
present situation is a tremendous 
waste of the taxpayers’ money and a 
misuse of those highly trained 
technical 
and 
professional 
civil 
service employes who are surely of 
more use to the government than a 
menial capacity allows.” 
Seeger 
said 
the 
government 
should instead “ re-employ in a 
comparable position those affected 
by the RIF and secondly to conserve 
federal funds.”

The County Planning Commission 
voted 8-0 to adopt an ordinance to 
rezone 
470 acres of 
ranchland 
southeast of Solvang to set up a 
maximum of 191 dwelling units, a 
golf course, equestrian center, and 
other recreational features. 
Conditions 
set 
by 
the 
road 
department calling for extensive 
r o a d 
and 
o t h e r 
o f f - s i t e 
improvements and land acquisition 
by the developer were modified to 
some extent by the commission. 


But Charles Schmandt, 
Santa 
Barbara architect who heads the 
development 
company, 
said 
he 
agreed to abide by conditions calling 
for construction of a major segment 
of the proposed four-lane Solvang 
by-pass route which would serve the 
development, 
and 
other 
access 
roads. Initial major access road to 
be engineered and constructed at 
Insignis expense would link the 
project with State Rt. 246 via the 
first section of the by-pass. 


The commission agreed with the 
road department that traffic from 
the large new residential complex 
shouldn't pour directly into tourist- 


choked 
Alisal 
Rd. 
in 
midtown 
Solvang. The by-pass route will skirt 
Solvang to the south via a river 
route, rejoining Highway 246 west of 
Solving. 
Commissioner Boyd Bettencourt 
said the community didn’t want 
present heavy town traffic swollen 
with 
m o r e 
from 
the 
new 
development. He favored the by­ 
pass plan. 
Golf course improvements would 
be funded and built concurrently 
with the first phase of the project, 
said Schmandt. He said he agreed 
with 
recommendations 
that 
underpasses be provided certain 
road sections to allow golf carts and 
pedestrian use in connection with 
the golf use. 
Development rights for the golf 
course and other open space areas 
would be given to the county, while 
ownership 
of 
the 
open 
space, 
landscaping,

the ownership of owners of the 
residential units. 
The property is located south of 
State Rt. 246 and between Refugio 
and Alisal Rds., north of the Santa 
Ynez River.

Moroccan government said Defense 
Minister Gen 
Mohamed Oufkir 
committed suicide today following 
an assasination attem pt against 
King Hassan II that failed because 
the monarch tricked his attackers. 
Oufkir 
was 
believed 
one 
of 
Hassan’s 
staunchest 
supporters. 
Government sources said he took his 
life in despair over Wednesday’s 
assassination attempt against the 
42-year-old monarch—the second in 
13 months. 
The 
sources discounted 
Paris 
reports that Oufkir died for having 
been implicated in the plot. They 
recalled that he threatened to kill 
himself at a cabinet meeting when 


he came under fire for failing to 
prevent an attempted coup last 
year. 
Given “ full powers” by King 
Hassan to deal with rebels who 
participated in the July 10, 1971, 
coup attempt, Oufkir singled out 
four of his fellow generals and six 
other officers of the Moroccan army 
for execution 
Oufkir’s purges of the military 
leadership in the wake of the 1971 
attempt 
were 
thought 
to have 
weeded out all of the disloyal and 
potentially rebellious elements in 
the 45,000-man army. 
But another coup attqjnpt against 
Hassan came Wednesday. Hassan s 
unarmed 727 jetliner was enroute 


home from a visit to France when 
three Moroccan air force F5 jets 
assigned to escort him suddenly 
opened fire on the airliner and 
riddled it with machinegun bullets

Speaker Carl »Albert, I) Okla., 
launched an attack on Nixon’s action 
before the attempt to override was 


made. 


“This is another example of the 


low priority that the administration 
places on action designed to upgrade 


the health, education and welfare of 
all Americans,” Albert said 


An electrical short circuit in a PG 
and E substation plunged the City of 
Lompoc into darkness for more than 
four hours last night and early 
today, and caused several related 
minor outages. 
Darkness struck at 9:18 p.m. when 
a short circuit knocked out a 12,000 
volt line in the PG and E Substation 
located at Chestnut Avenue and E 
Street. The outage blacked out the 
entire city of Lompoc and about 500 
homes 
in 
the 
outlying 
areas. 
Vandenberg Village and Mission 
Hills were affected only briefly as 
electric power cables into those 
communities staggered and then 
recovered. 
No major incidents or injuries 
were reported. 
Power was restored to most 
homes and businesses by 1:45 a.m. 
today and completely restored by 
2:05 a.m. A secondary outage which 
was 
indirectly 
related 
to 
the 
original, blacked out homes in the 
northeast quadrant of the city at 
4:40a.m. 
Several power cables burned and 
dropped across Pine Avenue near 
Fillmore School. City electric crews 
were still working to correct the 
problem at 9 a.m. today. 
Bill Ruffner, the city’s electric 
utility chief, said all electric power 
would be restored to the secondary 
area by midafteraoon today. 
A spokesman for PG and E, Carl 
Wellman, today said the cause of the 
substation short circuit was being 
investigated. “ It could have been 
caused by a bird or a rodent getting 
into the wiring, but we have no 
evidence of this initially,” he said, 
“ and on the other hand it could have 
been caused by an insulator getting 
tired and giving out.” 
When darkness struck, hundreds 
of 
homeowners 
searched 
for 
candles, and emergency electric 
generating units popped on in the 
Lompoc Hospital and other vital 
centers. 
Key intersections were manned 
by officers who directed traffic with 
the aid of flashlights. There were no 
major accidents directly attributed 
to the emergency despite bumper to 
bumper traffic carrying the curious 
about the city.

Lompoc Hospital said the medical 
f a c i li t y ’s 
au x i li a r y 
power 
generating 
unit 
took 
over 
the 
production of electricity well within 
the routine 10-second time span that 
followed the initial outage. There 
were no surgical operations under 
way at the time, but Wicks said it if 
there had been they would have been 
handled as though there was no 
power outage throughout the city. 
The outage posed no problems for 
the city’s water treatment plant on 
North Avenue, but auxiliary power

his autobiography.” Irving 
wrote

$10,000 and sentenced to two 
and 
one-halt 
years 
in 
federal prison. “ It was one 
of 
the 
more 
naive 
assumptions 
of 
the 
century,” 
he 
wrote 
in 
retrospect 
Irving 
explains 
the 
mechanics of his fraud in 
the magazine which has 
excerpted portions of his 
forthcoming book. “ Clifford 
Irving: What Really Hap­ 
pened.” 
He said he forged letters 
with 
Hughes' 
signature 
whenever he pleased and 
they 
were 
accepted 
by 
McGraw-H ill, 
the 
publishing firm which paid 
close to $1 million for the 
phony book Irving has been 
ordered to repay the money.

seemed to falter. Irving 
added,

fraud In fact, Irving said, 
McGraw-Hill 
hired

handwriting

who 
reportedly determined the 
letters authorizing the book 
were authentic. 
Irving said he did not 
think he. his wife Edith, and 
co-author Richard Suskind,

In the article he said he 
told Suskind, "Hell, it s no 
federal case—we haven’t 
stolen anything.

Three drown in windstorm

The bodies of Clayton Dooley, 57, a 
Brookings fisherman and Virginia Friend 
of Grants Pass, were recovered along with 
Mrs. Friend’s 10-year-old son Still missing 
was the woman’s husband, Don, a 12-year- 
old son and Don Higgens, also of Grants 
Pass. Dooley’s grandson, David Shmkle, 
14. was rescued by a commercial fishing 
boat. 
At Brookings, wives of fishermen stood 
vigil along the beach and looked for fishing 
craft in distress.

The fire originally broke 
out last week during a rash 
of

At one point, the fire 
burned to within 2.5 miles of 
the historic frontier town of 
Portola. but crews stopped 
its advance and removed 
the 
danger 
to

1,800 
residents. 
The 
forest 
service 
estimated that 22 million 
board feet of timber, valued 
at $1.3 million, had been 
destroyed by the blaze. 
A 
crew 
of 900 
men. 
including "hot shot” teams 
from Nevada and Idaho, 
have worked 14-hour-a-day 
shifts 
in

to 
contain the flames 
Firebaugh also said three

The Southern Pacific Co. Railroad right- 
of-way 
might 
become 
the 
“bicycle 
freeway ” of the future. 
That’s 
what 
the 
County 
Planning 
Commission was told Wednesday as it 
scrutinized a new master plan for bikeways 
in Goleta Valley. 
Both 
Assistant 
Road 
Commissioner 
Charles 
Wagner, 
who 
presented 
the 
liberalized bikeway plan for the valley, and 
Mrs. Peter Bratt, general plan advisory 
committee spokesman, said they were 
encouraged by the attitude of Southern 
Pacific in considering suggestions for bike 
travel on right-of-way between Ellwood 
and the Santa Barbara city line. 
County funds would be needed to build 
the bikeway in the rail corridor, Wagner 
showed. But Mrs. Bratt said later that 
bikeway funding from state gax tax 
sources is expected to be considered 
annually from now on, along with service 
area funds for bike trails in the valley. 
After long discussion of the new bikeway 
master plan maps, the commission voted 
to continue consideration of the proposed 
bikeway general plan amendments to Aug. 
30 to allow the planning staff, road 
department and Dublic more time to study 
input from Wednesday’s hearing. 
Mrs. Bratt lauded the road department 
officials for their interest and work in 


drawing up a new bikeways design. 
She was successful in gaining acceptance 
of views by her committee that the 
department give recognition to committee 
recommendations for restoration of routes 
deleted including links on Cathedral Oaks 
Rd. and Hollister Ave. from Ellwood to 
Fairview Ave. which would tie in with 
Santa Barbara’s bikeways plan through the 
municipal airport area. 
Possibility of requesting no parking on 
road portions to allow bikewavs to be set up 
on 
certain 
existing 
roadways 
was 
discussed. This is done elsewhere, the 
commission was told. 
Mrs. Preston Webster, of Goleta Valley, 
who said she was an “over 40 bikerider” 
predicted the number of bike riders “will 
increase as air pollution grows worse and 
cost of gasoline goes up. ” 
Mrs. Bratt said she felt it was the road 
department’s job to figure out ways to 
minimize 
traffic 
hazards for cyclists 
competing with cars for space on busy 
roadways. She felt busy Hollister Ave. 
should be designated a bikeway through the 
valley to the city line and “work out the 
problems 
later of 
setting 
up 
actual 
bikeways.’’ 
The amended bikeway plan was shown to 
be more precise than the original plan. 
Segments for bike trails “can be pinned 
down 
now 
as developers 
come 
in,’’ 
remarked Wagner. 
McGovern welcomes 
backing of Johnson 


SPRINGFIELD,

Sen. 
George 
McGovern 
has 
accepted 
the 
endorsement of former President Lyndon 
B. Johnson in an arms length reconciliation 
between 
two 
bitter 
enemies 
in 
the 
Democratic Party. 
Johnson announced from his Texas ranch 
Wednesday 
that 
he 
would 
vote 
for 
McGovern and the rest of the Democratic 
ticket despite his deep differences with the 
presidential nominee over the war in 
Vietnam and other foreign policy issues. 
McGovern 
said 
he 
“welcomed” 
the 
endorsement and said he and Johnson were 
united in a bid to retire President Nixon 
from the White House. 
McGovern headed to Wisconsin today 
after what he called “a marvelously 
unifying” thrust into Illinois that failed to 
produce the reunion that had been billed 
between him and Mayor Richard J. Daley 
of Chicago. 
Daley’s postponement of the scheduled 
meeting and two statements by McGovern 
about contacts with North Vietnamese 
negotiators in Paris diverted attention 
from McGovern’s person-to-person tour. 
Johnson’s 
endorsement 
had 
been 
expected for several weeks, although 
McGovern was a leader of the Senate 
antiwar bloc whose criticism of Johnson’s 
Vietnam policies forced the Texan to 
relinquish a second term. 
Johnson said it was “no secret” that he 
and 
McGovern 
had 
widely 
different 
opinions on some matters. Just as Mc­ 
Govern did not hold back on criticism of 
him, 
“neither 
shall 
I 
refrain 
from 
disagreeing with him when the public 
interest demands,” Johnson said. 
McGovern said, “I had my differences 
with President Johnson over the war.” But 


he praised Johnson’s domestic record. 
McGovern’s statements on the Vietnam 
negotiations were a result of a trip to Paris 
by Pierre Salinger, former press secretary 
to the late President John F Kennedy. 
When he returned to New York from 
Paris Wednesday, Salinger said that, at 
McGovern’s requst, he had met with the 
Hanoi delegation to the peace talks “to 
determine whether there had been any 
change in Hanoi's position with regard to 
the release of any or all of the American 
prisoners of war. 
“During these same discussions I made 
clear to the North Vietnamese what 
George McGovern has said publicly and 
privately on many occasions and that is if 
there is any possibility of them to negotiate 
a peace agreement with President Nixon 
that they should do so without regard to the 
Am erican 
election , 
that 
Senator 
McGovern’s desire for peace was greater 
than his desire for the issue of the Vietnam 
War to continue,” Salinger said. 
At the Illinois State Fair, McGovern at 
first denied he had conveyed any such mes­ 
sage to the North Vietnamese. He said 
Salinger “had no instructions whatsoever 
from m e.” 


But after conferring with Salinger on the 
telephone, McGovern issued a statement 
which said he had indeed asked Salinger to 
meet 
with 
the 
North 
Vietnamese 
delegation "to determine if any changes 
had occurred which would permit the 
return of the prisoners prior to the end of 
hostilities.” 
McGovern said Salinger found no change 
in Hanoi's position. 


“There’s not the slightest discrepancy in 
anything I said,” McGovern said.

Madame Nguyen Thi Binh, chief negotia­ 
tor of the Viet Cong delegation at the Vietnam peace talks, 
said today she agreed with President Nixon’s political op­ 
ponents that he missed a chance to make peace when he 
took office in 1969. 


Democratic vice presidential candidate Sargent Shriver 
has charged that president nixon “blew” a chance of ending 
the war at the beginning of his term. Shriver was backed by 
former chief U.S. negotiator W. Averell Harriman and his 
deputy, Cyrus Vance. 
Addressing the 155th session of the Vietnam talks’ semi- 
publicmeetings today, Madame Binh said the United States 
was to blame for “prolonging the impasse in which the 
conference finds itself. 


Ishould like to say that, in the search for a solution to 
the Vietnamese problem, the Nixon administration made 
an error of choice from the beginning. 


“This conference began its work in 1969 at the same time 
as the arrival of President Nixon at the White House. This 
was one of the most favorable occasions to put an end to the 
war, if President Nixon had wanted.” 


U.S. Presidential adviser Henry A.Kissinger met for two 
hours today in Saigon with President Nguyen Van Thieu but 
there was no indication as to what they discussed There 
has been speculation that Kissinger’s secret Paris talks

MIAMI BEACH

platform writers have tentatively agreed 
to strongly denounce racial busing and to

thinking on all subjects although the 
subcommittee provisions on busing and 
day care centers went farther than GOP 
leaders wanted. 
The full platform committee was to 
begin work tonight on the final version of 
the platform, which will be presented to 
the GOP national convention next week, 
and further changes could be made. 
Sources 
said 
the 
subcommittee 
on 
community and national development went 
farther than GOP leaders wanted in den­ 
ouncing busing. The White House-approved 
draft called for an end to racial busing and 


support of Nixon’s proposed legislation to 
place a moratorium on court-ordered 
busing. The subcommittee also urged 
consideration 
of 
a 
constitutional 
amendment 
against 
busing 
if 
the 
legislation failed to pass. 


The woman-dominated subcommittee on 
human 
rights 
strengthened 
language 
denouncing 
economic 
discrimination 
against women and added a proposal which 
calls for federal funding of day care 
centers with child developmznt programs. 
The day care centers would be voluntary 
and those who used them would pay on a 
sliding scale according to means. 


Nixon earlier this year vetoed a child 
development bill, but women delegates led 
by Rep. Margaret Heckler of Massassa- 
chusetts won a fight to put it in the 
platform. They say Nixon vetoed the bill 
because of technical considerations, and he 
may approve their language

Indian jewelry: a vanishing art 
Your Birthday by Stella 


CAVE 
CREEK, 
Ariz. - 
( NEA) — One of the many 
stores specializing in Indian 
jewelry and art in the Scotts- 
dale-Phoenix area was bur­ 
gled recently. It was not the 
first time and not the only 
store to have been robbed. 
The owner made a no- 
questions-asked offer of 25 
cents on the dollar for the 
return of the jewelry, but he 
never saw a piece. It was 
already in the black market, 
on its way to Europe. 


It is possible to buy a 
piece 
of 
Indian 
jewelry 
cheaper in Denmark than it 
is right here and in New 
Mexico, where it is made. 
A 
year ago, The 
Wall 
Street Journal said good, old 
Indian jewelry was one of 
the top investments in the 
United States. Indeed, from 
a personal point of view, the 
Journal must be right. 
About 
15 
years 
ago 
I 
bought a tourist necklace in 
Denver. Made by the Santo 
Domingo 
Indians, 
it 
was 
pretty, colorful and hand­ 
made of shells. It cost $3. 
Today, if you can find one, 
they are worth upwards of 
$25. One old one, in Arizona, 
is on sale for $195. 


Turquoise is b e c o m i n g 
scarce. S o m e mines are 
closed. 
Some are on the 
verge of closing. In Arizona, 
people who know turquoise 
look at a piece of spider web 
turquoise in a ring I bought 
for $45 say, “Oh, yes, old 
Number Eight.” 
The Number Eight mine, 
which produced a particular­ 
ly fine quality spider web 
(thin, weblike black lines run 
through the blue stone), is 
closed. The $45 ring was ap­ 
praised in California, short­ 
ly after I bought it, as worth 
$200. 
American turquoise is a 
fine stone and if you have 
ever heard that it fades, for­ 
get it. Some of the cheap 
jewelry, made for and sold 
to tourists is tinted. That will 
fade. 
But 
good 
turquoise 


(and 
many 
can 
identify 
which mine has produced a 
stone by its qualities) 
is 
strong and comes in color 
ranges from blues through 
greens. Color does not affect 
the value. The greater the 
iron in the area where tur­ 
quoise is mined, the greener 
the stone. The greater the 
copper, the bluer. 
It has been widely printed 
that Indian arts are dying as 
the Indian artisans die. In­ 
deed, no younger artist has 
quite matched the gunmetal 
sheen in pottery that m arks 
M aria’s work as hers, and 
Maria of San Ildefonso is 
now an old lady and nearly 
blind. A small jar made by 
her will sell for $800 and 
museums 
throughout 
th e 
Southwest display her work. 
But 
Indian 
silversmiths 
are teaching the art to their 
children and Mary Rhoton, 
the owner of Cave Creek’s 
Turquoise Kiva, says she 
thinks there is a revival of 
industry in the pueblos. 
Unlike 
m a n y 
jewelry 
stores, which deal with trad­ 
ers who trade with traders 
who trade and so on, each 
one jacking up the price, 
M a r y 
and 
her 
husband 
Speed buy directly from the 
Indians, pay them a good 
price for their work and then 
add on a small percentage 
for themselves. 
This does not mean their 
jewelry is inexpensive. It can 
be, but you can also pay 
over $1,000 for a magnificent 


silver, turquoise and coral 
squash blossom necklace, or 
$900 for a belt done in the 
intricate and distinctive jet. 
mother-of-pearl, c o r a l and 
turquoise inlay work char­ 
acteristic of the Zunis. 


But you can also buy, for 
$2, an extremely attractive 
handmade necklace of cedar- 
berries with accents of col­ 
ored beads. 


“This is an area Indians 
overlook,” S p e e d Rhoton 
said. “I think they could sell 


a great deal of these inex­ 
pensive items. They are styl­ 
ish, and if you get several 
in different colors, they are 
very colorful. They are also 
authentic Indian jewelry.” 


The 
Rhotons 
have 
had 
their colorful and homelike 
store in the Village Square 
of Cave Creek for two years. 


They got into the business 
by accident. Speed’s folks 
were 
traders, 
but 
Mary 
didn’t know anything about 
Indian 
jewelry 
when 
she 
m arried him. “ But one look 
at one squash blossom neck­ 
lace,” she smiles, “and I 
was hooked.” 
Many 
of 
the 
Rhotons’ 
friends admired M ary’s jew­ 
elry and wanted pieces of 


their own. Because they were 
able to buy at prices less 
than most 
stores charge, 
they found themselves with 
a good collection in their 
home and a lively wholesale 
business going.

Knit knacks 


Dear Judy—Have just fin­ 
ished a beautiful sweater as 
a gift for my granddaughter 
and r e g r e t f u l l y she has 
handed it back with the com­ 
plaint that the sleeves are 
too tight in the armholes. 
Perhaps you might be able 
to tell me what went wrong 
and why the armholes are so 
small when I followed the 


directions to a tee? Many 
thanks—R. M., Westwood, 
N.J. 


Dear R. M.—Fortunately, 
you’ll be able to rectify the 
tight a r m h o l e s . Here’s a 
rundown of the step-by-step 
method of setting in sleeves, 
which undoubtedly is your 
p r o b l e m . Hold the sleeve 
facing you and pin the cen­ 
ter top of the sleeve to the 
shoulder seam. Pin under­ 
arm seam of sweater to un­ 
ci e r a r m seam of sleeve. 
Now, holding the sleeve side 
still facing you, pin from the 
underarm seam toward the 
shoulder seam, making sure 
to ease in any fullness about 
two inches on either side of 
the top of the sleeve. Then, 
with the body side of the 
sweater toward you, work 
seam in slip stitch, as you 
probably did with the side 
s e a m s . You’ll be sure to 
have a s m o o t h , straight 
seam. Be s u r e to set sts 
close together rather than to 
space them far apart. A 
sleeve, if set in with large 
spaces between the stitches, 
probably will fit too tightly. 
Here’s where you must have 
gone wrong, since the arm ­ 
hole is smaller as a result. 
So set the sleeves in again 
and I’m sure your grand­ 
daughter’s sweater will fit 
her the second time around.

With 
nubby yarns, however, join­ 
ing yarn by tying may be 
done anywhere in the work 
with a square knot tied right 
up against the needle.

Overlap the two ends of yarn 
about six inches. 
Knit for 
about 6 or 8 sts with the 
double yarn, and work these 
double threads off together 
on the next round.

Leave at least three inches 
whenever tying in a new 
piece of yarn.

13th would come if he could 
just ruff a heart in his hand 
or a diamond in dummy. He 
was looking at a total of just 
five hearts as against six 
diamonds so at trick two he 
led a heart to dummy’s ace; 
then he ruffed a heart high 
and drew trumps. The 4-1 
break did not bother him 
since he had started with 
five top trum ps in the com­ 
bined hands. 
Then he spread his hand 
to claim the balance.

The 
American 
Bar 
Aswciation (ABA) Wednesday approved a new code of 
ethics for the nation’s 15,000 judges requiring them to 
report all pay for activities outside their judicial office. 
Private investments or debts need not be disclosed unless 
they could be thought to influence a judge in a particular 
lawsuit. 
‘‘A judge has the rights of an ordinary citizen, including 
the right to privacy of his financial affairs...,” the 
commentary accompanying the code said. 
The seven new canons, adopted by the ABA’s policy­ 
making House of Delegates, supplant a code which has 
governed judicial behavior since 1934. They were drawn up 
by an ABA committee headed by retired California Chief 
Justice Roger J. Tray nor.

W here is the best place 
for m e to stand? 


In the deuce court, stand 
with your feet on the base­ 
line and your right foot on 
the singles sideline.

Excellent program 


A program to recruit black students in 
area junior and senior high schools to 
attend the University of California at 
Santa Barbara must be commended. 
The program is designed with the belief 
that many students, for many reasons, go 
through high school without achieving the 
level of learning skills required to go on to 
college, or they are not motivated to do so. 
It is no secret, also, that this problem is 
particularly acute among minorities who 
grow up in a cultural, family and peer- 
group setting different from that of the 
middle-class majority for whom most 
education is designed. 
U nder 
the 
UCSB 
E d u ca tio n a l 
opportunity Program, peer counselors, 
black students already studying at UCSB, 
go into area high schools to nurture 
motivation and give special tutoring to 
bolster academic skills. Last year this 
program provided intensive advice and

instruction to 300 students in eight area 
schools. 
This year the counselors will be going 
into junior high schools also to reach 
potential university scholars as early as 
five 
years 
away 
from high 
school 
graduation. 
A 
m easure of 
the 
p rogram ’s 
effectiveness is that, in 1970-71, only three 
black students from the Santa Barbara 
County area were admitted to UCSB. This 
year, 18 were admitted, all of them the 
result of the special help. 
A remarkable aspect of this fruitful 
program is that it is being accomplished 
with 
bits and pieces of 
funding and 
contributions. It was never adequately 
budgeted. The program wound up with a 
budget deficit of $2,500 last year. 
¿Until 
funding 
is 
sorted 
out 
and 
stabilized, those involved must appeal for 
contributions from the public. 


Limits of decency 


It has been frequently quoted 
about George McGovern that he is 
“ the 
only 
decent 
man 
in 
the 
Senate.” Now that quote is the late 
Robert Kennedy’s, and it does, I 
truly believe, an injustice to the 
Senate. I am sure that there are 
ether decent men there, not even 
counting the sainted junior Senator 
from 
New 
York, 
successor 
to 
Robert Kennedy in the affections of 
New York’s constituents. And it is 
not the purpose of this essay to 
suggest that Senator McGovern is 
other than a decent man. It is rather 
the purpose to suggest that that 
which 
is 
decent 
about him 
is 
expressed other than in his political 
rhetoric. 
But I fear that he 
has another image 
of himself than that 
which collectors of 
his rem arks come 
up with, and before 
the campaign heats 
AN 
up, 
he should be 
reminded of it. 
Particularly 
before he sets his 
course to the deploring of the 
rhetorical excesses of Spiro Agnew. 
Here 
is 
Nick 
Kotz 
of 
the 
Washington Post (May 17, 1972), 
commenting on Senator McGovern 
whom he had just interviewed “ As 
he talked in his office, McGovern 
returned repeatedly to the theme 
that he had tried to calm rather than 
incite the public to anger, i have 
sought not to whip up emotions, but 
to appeal to humanity and reason,’ 
he said. T h e re ’s plenty of anger and 
tension without our leaders adding 
to it. I think a conciliatory approach 
is needed . . . 
A conciliatory approach is not 
going to be tempered on McGovern 
rhetoric, and the gentleman’s habits 
of 
h arsh 
and 
u n c h a rita b le 
overstatem ent are not purely the 
a ccretio n s 
of 
a 
p resid en tial 
campaign. Back in 1964, (Sept. 8, 
Cong. Record, p. 21690) he was 
saying about another decent man in 
the Senate of the United States: “ I 
regard Mr Goldwater as the most

unstable, radical and extrem ist ever 
to run for the Presidency in either 
political party.” 
And about yet another decent 
colleague — from the same state — 
Karl Mundt of South Dakota. “ I 
don’t know how he (Mundt) felt 
about me . . . but I know I hated his 
guts . . . I hated him so much I lost 
my sense of balance.” (Robert Sam 
Anson, McGovern: A Biography, p. 
93). 
And 
one 
more 
time 
on 
a 
colleague: “ But (Senator Henry) 
Jackson destroyed whatever chance 
he had of becoming the Democratic 
nominee by embracing racism, in 
the anti-busing campaign, Senator 
McGovern 
said.” 
(Chris Lydon, 
N Y. Times, March 19,1972). 
And after J. Edgar Hoover died, 
McGovern gave an interview. (Life 
Magazine, July 7, 1972). “ Hoover 
had lived beyond the normal years, 
so I couldn't feel the pathos I would 
for a young man I could feel nothing 
but relief that he was no longer a 
public servant.” 
On the Indochinese war, it is hard 
to think of Senator McGovern as 
stable. “ I think the reelection of 
Richard Nixon in 1972 would be an 
open hunting right for this man to 
give in to all his impulses for a 
m ajor war against the people of 
Indochina.” 
(Speech, 
Catholic 
University, April 20, 1972). And, 
“ I’ve said many times that the 
Nixon bombing policy on Indochina 


is the most barbaric action that any 
country 
has 
com m itted 
since 
H itler’s effort to exterm inate Jews 
in Germany in 1930’s.” (Interview 
with Gregg Herrington, AP, June 29, 
1972.) To liken Richard Nixon (and 
Lyndon Johnson) not only to Hitler 
but to the worst that Hitler ever did 
is, 
well 
among 
other 
things, 
perverse. 


But that is characteristic when 
touching on the subject of Vietnam. 
President Nixon “ has descended to 
a new level of barbarism and 
foolhardiness for no other reason 
than to save his face and to prop up 
the corrupt regime of Thieu.” (AP, 
April 16, 1972). And speaking of 
Thieu, he is a “corrupt dictator who 
jails 
opponents, 
a 
despicable 
creature who doesn’t m erit the life 
of a single American soldier or for 
that m atter a single V ietnam ese.” 
(UPI, April 7, 1972.) And “ I want to 
be blunt about it,” says Senator 
McGovern. 
“ (N ix o n s) 
playing 
politics with the lives of American 
soldiers 
and 
w ith 
A m erican 
prisoners rotting in their cells in 
Hanoi He’s putting his own political 
selfish 
interests 
ahead 
of 
the 
welfare of these young Americans 
and ahead of the taxpayers of this 
country 
who 
are 
bearing 
the 
burden.” 
I want to be blunt about it. Senator 
McGovern's animadversions on his 
fellow 
human 
beings 
are 
— 
indecent.

Reports on Monday morning always 
have anywhere from half dozen to a 
dozen or m ore such disturbances 
noted 
Many if not all of the 415s involve 
alcohol in one way or another A 
caller may say a husband or a wife 
is beating him or her. A child may 
say his parents are involved in ah 
intense struggle; or what is most 
common, a bartender may call and 
say a bar patron is out of line. 
W h a t e v e r 
t h e 
e x a c t 
circum stances there is one central 
fact: The peace of the community is 
being disturbed. Such a call may 
hold great peril for the polit e officer 
who responds He must at once be a 
combined policeman, psychologist, 
priest, m arriage counselor, or in the 
case of a bar disturbance, some kind 
of athletic seventh wonder of the 
world 
Ordinarily I don’t look twice when 
I see a log reference to a 415 unless 
it results in a complaint filed or 
unless it results in some great 
physical damage or injury. 
My feeling about all this goes 
deep I make it a point on the one 
hand of dealing in a cursory way 
with 415 reports and on the other 
with never repeating details of 415s 
that may catch my more active 
attention. I don’t even discuss 415s 
at home let alone in the office or on 
the street. 
I feel the incidents are all part of 
the life of a community At the same 
time I also feel that a husband and 
wife can have some traum atic fight 


even to the point of physical assault 
and still retrieve their m arriage. A 
youngster can have a fight with his 
parents and still not be counted out 
of the human race. 
I say all this because of the feeling 
I get sometimes that there is too 
much public attention given to our
